All  this  time  there  was  no  connected  line  of  battle, 
but  a  series  of  detachments,  each  fighting  independently  to 
hold  the  enemy."  "Jack"  and  his  squadron  were  part  of  those 
"dismounted  cavalry  troopers."  Our  brave  Tatlow  was  killed 
almost  instantly  by  a  machine  gun  bullet  near  his  heart,  at 
Chauny  on  the  24th  March.
